Weare often anxionsly msked how New
York will go in the pending elsotion, and have
no time to answer our querists severally.
Where their letters imply that we have a
private opinion dilferent from that which we
express in these columns, we have no wish to
apswer them. We pretend to no exolusive,
100 oconlt sources of information. Here fol-
low some of the considarations which underpin
our conviction that New York, like most of
hier sister Stules, will vote for Grant and
Colfax:—

[, Since the Rapublican party was formed,
it bhas mever failed to carry this State on
vigorous canvass and a fall poll, though it
has often failed at other times. It was badly
peaten 1n 15864, yet it gave Fremont 80,000
P]["n]il.\r in 1800, The State went agalual ns
1lie next year (1867) by a heavy plarality on
a light vote; yet we elected Governor Morgan
in 1505 by nearly 20,000 plurality. In 1550,
the combined Democratic and Know-Nothing
vote beat several of onr State candidates; yet
in 1500 wa met the rupporters  of Dounglas,
Preckinridge, and Dell, compactly arrayed
against us, and beat them by nearly 50,000 ma-
jority. Up to this time, it has been said,
4 Yom Republicans are buat a plurality: if your
adversaries wera united, they wonld over-
whelm yon;”" bat, when they did unite, they
were beaten most signally,

Iu 1501 & Union ticket prevailed by a vary
Jarge majority, thongh Beymonr, Hoifman,
Church & Co. did their beat to defeat it; yet
in 1562 they rallied all their forces nnder Soy-
mour for Governor, and, in the absence of
ity thousand of our voters at the front, they
gquarely beat us by 10,000 majority, The
wvery next year, wa reversed the juigment by
80,000, and in '64 we turned Seymounr ont and
pave the vote of our State to Lincoln by seven
to cight thousand majority. We held the State
firmly in'(5 and "6, but lost il in the general
pollapse of 1807,

Thus, f.om the day in which the Rapubli-
pan party was formed, we have never lost thia
£iate on a full vote, never lost it twioe in suc-
cession, and never lost it twice in the sama
YPresidential term. We are confident that
this year will establish no exception to these
Tules.

An enormons, nnprecedsnted proportion of
our voters were absent in Earope and travel-
ling on business in every direction when ounr
last year's State election was held. Out net
Yoss from this cange was not less than 25 000
votes., Then the results of the elections in
California, Pennsylvania, Olio, eto., had dis-
appointed aud disheartened us. of the four
Eepublican dailies published in this city, three
were doing nothing to call out our vote, bat
very much, we thonght, to keep it away from
the polls. Oar looal legislation and eanal man-
ngement had temporarily disatfected many
thounsands of earnest Republitans. So the dis-
faisters of the year culmicated in our defeat by
50,000 majority; swelled from 10,000 to 20,000
by fraudulent natoralizations, and by
double and treble voting in this city and
Lrooklyn.

“But ean’t they cheat you just o (or worse)
this year !

No, they cannot. We shall be wide awake
and on the alert this year. Wae shall be watch-
ing the villains who make a trade of voting
illegally at the natnralization mills, at the
Registries, and at the polls, They do not fear
the officers whose duty it ia to prosecate them
%o punishment; but wa shall make the State
%oo'hot for them if they attempt to repeat the
wholesale faauds of racent years, especially
1ast year.

We are awake and at work., Oar wa'ch-
fires pever yet buroed brighter go early in
the canvass than they do to-day. Oar rank
and lils were never wore zaalons, more conf-
dent, nor more active, They are more confi-
dent of Grant’s election than we wish they
were, for they work best when somewhat ap-
'freheu.»iv-e of defeat. Dut there is hardly a

tepublican in the State who does not per-
sondlly know of some chang-s in onr favor,
and there is danger that too many will regard
our trinmwph as already secnred,

We do not want one illegal vots polled for
Grant and Colfax, and shall not have a hun-
dred in the entire Htate. We have at least
four hundred thonsaund legal voters who desire
that our candidates should bs and belisve
that they will be eluécted; and there are not
three hundred and eighty thousand legal
votera in the BState who desire Seymour's
election, lvery vote he gets above 375,000
die will owe to deliberate and concerted frand.

Still, we have a very diffionlt, arduous,
energelio canvass before us. Thousands of
onr voters are absent in Europe and on
voyages in every sea. Many are travelling on
business, or looking through the West and
wouthwest for future homes, If the election
were to-morrow, we thould not poll our full
vote by at least fifty thousand. To call our
woters home from every (uarter is a work re-
guiring systematic effort, It can only be
eflected by an efliclent organization in every
election district and a most elsotive canvass.
Then we have to fight coffse-colored Naturali-
zation papers and legions of alien swindlera
who mean to vota if they can and as often as
they dare. The work required {8 immense;
wyet it most and will be done,

I'riends, North and South, East and Wast
o not distrust New York! She never failad
you yet, ata critical moment, except in 62,
when at least fifty thousand of her noblest
voters were carrying muskets in Dixis or
gleeping beneath its turf.

Yen DButler, George Wilkes, Forney, the
Washington lobby, and & host of ‘Wall

ptreet speculators are fnterested. That con.
ming little diplomat, Romero, with & host of
Mexican chieis and leading military men of tha
United States, appears to be mixad up with
and to favor this projast. Romero aud the
Juarez chiufs of Mexico gee, probably, thst

there is no other way to maintain the exiztiog
Government there against rival factions and
leaders than by the strong arm of the Unlited
States. At the eame time our own leading
military wmen want active employmsnt,
Their ambition and warlike spirit chafe
onder the present inaction, and they waot
new flelds of glory, It is rather signifl.
cant, too, that just at thia time Geaeral
[Hosecraps is houvnobbing at the Virginia
enlpbhur springs with those aplendid Rabel
generals and fighters, Robart K. L#a, Long-
gtreet, Beauregard, Ewell, Echols, Governor
Pickens and others. Does this mean har-
mony, réetnion, and reconstruction nmong ths
military heroes and chiefs of the South with
the military heroesg of the North on the basia
of & new Mexican policy and a new flald of
united agction for allf Are the men who
fonght side by gide in our war with Maxico
ggain to become brothers in armas to regens-
rate that conntry ! Tuis isa an interssting
question, It is certain nothing wonld tend so
much to allay bad feeling arising out of onr

civil war and to unite these men and the |

whole conntry in fraternal feeling as an ont-
eide war, and the glory of extending our em-
pire.

liut, as wa have said frequently, half mea-
sureg will mot do, To nse the navy and
army of the United States to maintain one
faction in Mexico against the others, or to
gupport a weak and rotlen government that
cannot stand alone, would be impolitic and
absnrd, The death-knell of Mexico as a na-
tionality is sonnded. We drove out the French
and the bogus foreign imperial government at
the risk of war with a great European power
and get the republican government of Maxico
on its legs. It has had a fair chance, but it
canuot exist without foreign aid. The whole
country is disorganized and demoralized politi-
cally. Ounrduty is plain,
not a slice of the northern portion only, for the
benelit of & few gpeculators, but the whole
conntry—Dby negotiation if possible, or Ly force
of arms if we must. The Mexican peopls have
tried every form of government and have
failed, They hinve been a constant trouble Lo
the Upited States, and may continne to ba so
if allowed to remain in their disorganized con-
dition. It would ba va_tly to the interest of
Loth conntries that Mexico should be annexed.
The Mexicans wounld soon value the peacs we
should give them, the rapid increase of their
wealth and the glory of being & part of the
great republic, while we should reap the ad-
vantage of American enterprise in the richest
country on the pgloba and in a vast develop-
went of trade and comwerce, The time has
come when all this should ba accomplished.
If President Johuson cau ses what ia for the
interest of his own country as well as for
Mexico, and what would give him immortal
fame, he will send General Hosecrans away at
once wilth instructions to work for the jmme-
diate annexation ot the whole of that territory,
from Arizona to Central America,

We Lave Leard thus far the voive of Uregon
apd of Kentneky., The former came to us
before the Dewocratic party bad annonuced
gither its policy or its capdidates. Tha result
of the election in that State iudicates, thers-
fore, no more than did ths elections of last
antumn. Those eluctions proved clearly that
there was an aversion to an extrems policy,
When the election was held in Oregon, it was
the geperal impression that the Desmocratic
party would take a far dilferent conrse from
that which it actually adopted in Jaly; that it
would learn a lesson from former defeats; that
it would honestly avcept the popualar verdict
of 1566, and reject its exploded fallacies of
State eovereignty and *“‘a whits man’s Govern-
went.” This impression proved to be false;
and when Oregon speaks next November we
shall wituess the indigonation of the people
of that State against & party which has rao-
pened questions that were supposed to be
gettled at the coat of 8o 1much blood and
treasure.

The result of the election in Kentucky is
not strange. In 1800 the Democratic vols, as
againgt the Republican, stood 143,703 to
1504, In 1804, when the U'nion sentiment
was quickened by the existence of a stroggle
then actually going on between loyalty and
treason, the Union vote roze to 27,750 against
an opposition of 64 401, This vote, it will
be remarked—counting both the Uunion and
the opposition—fell over 50,000 short of the
vote of 1500, and these 50,000 woters were
in the Confederate army. If they had voted,
the opposition would have reached 115,000,
They were present in 1566; yet the justice of
the fourteenth amendment was so evident
that the llepublican vote gained over 30,000,
riging to 05,0346, In 1567 the reaction af-
fected Kentucky as it did other States, and
the Republican vote stood 3,{31 against an
opposition of 103,392, This year, owing to a
local gentiment peculiar to Kentucky, and
which cannot be considered as aflecting auny
Northern State, there has been a transference
of nearly 5000 votes to the Opposition, which
has also gained from other sources about 4000
more: 80 that the result stands, Opposition,
115,024, Republican, 26,275, giving a Dsmo.
cratie majority of 50,24, against a majority
last year of G\, 453. No one who noderstands
the terrorism whioch prevails in Kentnecky can
be surprised at this resnlt. And in this con-
nection it is u remarkable fact that the total
vote cast this yearis less than in 1560, and
14,000 less than in 15066, It is estimated —and
we Beeno reason to doubt the statement—that
at the late election fally 25,000 yotes ware not
polled, two-thirds of which have been Repub-
lican, Thus the Kentucky election, when we
consider all the elemsnts which entered into
it, gives really no indication as to the votw in
other States, and by no means justifiss the
prematurs confldence of the Demovratio party.

We are not disposed to be over-confident,
but we Lelieve that the elections to ba hald in
Vermont and Maine, on the 13t and 14th of
September, will, result in strong Republican
gains over the majorities of 1867,  In Califor-
pia, which holds its election September 2,
there was a Demooratio majority of over 5000
last year.
divided between two caudidates, This State
gave Lincolu a majority of 18,000 in 15064, and
we believe it will give Graut as largs a majo-
rity in November,

On the 13th of Ootober four Btates hold
elections—lowa, lodiana, Ohfo, and Pennsyl-
vania. West Virginia holds its elvction on the
Idth. In regard to the lutter SBtate there i3 no
doulit; in 1506 the Repablican majority was

Jonbtless the Demooratio party, if It had
adopted the wisest conrse, might have ratained
over 200,000 votes given in its favor in 1867,
But it has been diviog too deesp.

Bonaparte and Bismark,

It is & sad mistake to suppose that in the
gawe which for two years past has been play-
ing between Prance and Prossin for the pri-
macy of Enrope, all the poiuts, or éven the
most important points, have so far been made
by Coont Bismisrk. After the campaign which
ended with the great victory of Sadowa, and
which gave Prussia for n moment the suprems
control of the degtinies of Ghrmany, came the
peacs of Nikolsburg—the work mainly, as is

now coneeded, of the French Empsror—by
which the russiang were arrested in their
trinmphant achisvement of German unity.

How serious a check was administered to
the ambition of I'russia by the peace of Nik-
olsburg Lurops is only just now beginniog to
appreciate. It is true that for the gravity of
the congequences which have gince developed
themselves from that peace the vehemence
avd obduracy of the 'russian Government in
attempting to igoore the state of things orea-
ated by the peacs wmnst be largely held re-
sponsible,  Whers Prinssia might have con-
ciliated and cajoled she has chogen to brow-
beat and to alienate the South-tiarman com-
lunluilips. She lLus over-estimated the fores

of attraction towards herself which resided

in the infloence ot her brilliant military sue-
| cess upon the South-tierman imagination and
[ in the awakening of the historic and tradi-
| tional yearnings of the German heart for an
| Imperial CGlerman unity.  She has unuoder-
estimated the fores of repulsion from herself

which resided in the spectacla of Prossian
i authority ruthlessly crushing out loval inds-
| pendence and trampling upon_provinoial pre-

judicss, a8 well as in the severity of the I'rua.
| sian wilitary regulations and of tha fisoal sys-
tem of Prussia—suddenly applied to popula-
tious long habituated either to a really pros-
perous and comfortable antonomy, or to easy-
goivg forms of nnexacting despotism,

But even had Prossin made no such mis-
takes as she has made ginee 1500, it i8 certain
that the Sounth German Stater, which were
protected by the peace of Nikolsburg in their
independence, contained within thewmselves the
seeds of an inevitable opposition to the Prus-
gian schems for reorganizing Germany around
the Prussian throne. Those seeds might per-
haps have been easily killed, and the mistakes
of Prussia neutralized, had the Emperor Napo-
leon permitted himself to be carried away
either last year or the year before by the in-
tluence of the great events in (rermany upon
the popular feeling In Fraunce, and npon the
minds of men who, like M, Thiers, were
trained in the statesmanship of a tormer age.
Bat the Emperor Napoleon had the good sense
to go to Germany in 1567 himself, and the
ooolness to see with his own eyes the aoctual
condition of alfairs in the Sonthern States.
Fortunately for himself and for France, and it
may well be for Germany also, he has sinca
had the firmuess to adhere to the policy of
patience and forbearance which in that wvisit,
If never before, suggeated itssll to his jodg-
ment as the only policy by whicle France could
Lope suceessfully to reconcile the development
of Lierman unity with the maintenance of her
own position in BEurops.

A striking speech delivered at the recent
grand German Sohinetzenfest in Vienuoa by the
leading journalist of Stuttgart, who i3 also a
conzpicuons member of the Diet of Wurtem-
berg, shows us plainly how much gronnd the
Fwperor has already in this way gained for
the idea of a free German Confederation, upon
Count Bismark’s theory of a Pruossianized
Germany as set forth in that constitution of
the Nerth Gernnan Confederation which My,
George Baneroft has been foolish enough to
liken to the American Union.

In regponse to a toast given to the “early
restoration of the Fatherland," itself a suffi-
clently rignificant form of words, Dr. Mayer,
| of Stnttgart, atter alluding to the impression
that German unity wonld be attained by the
fugion of the whols Fatherland into the *North
German Confederation,’’ went on to say boldly
| and openly, “speaking for myself, and in the
name of the majority of the Suabian peopls,
let me tell yon that we hold the firm convie-
tion it ie another way which is to lead to the
unity and grandenr of Giermauny. At all
events, it i3 certain that my conntry caunot
continue to exist long under the presenl
regime, In 1560 it happsned that a race of
German people was violently expalled from
Germany with foreign aid. Dut necessity is a
stategmuan even stronger than M. Von Dis-
mark; and it will be, I bope, that statesman
who shiall in the end maks the uupity of Ger-
many."’

These words, we are told, were receivad
with immense applanse, and the nnmistakable
allusion to the violent extrosion of Uermun
Austrin from the German family was espavially
cheered,

However important it may ba to I’ruzsia, in
this state of the case, to provipitate a conilict
with Irance, in the hope that such a confliot
may be easily converted from & Prossisg into
a Gierman war, it Is egqually olesr that it is not
less important for I'runce to postpone such a

onfllet, Not to do 8o mow wounld Le Lo
Napoleon to sncrifive wantonly all the advan-

| tag whicl,, at the prive of a good leal of
| giowhling at home and of more obloguy
| abrond, he buas been guistly winnipg over his

wily but impetuons adversary durlng the piat
(WO years.

And this the more nnqgueationably that
time, which has thus been working against
Bismark and for onaparte in the South, hoa
l‘n;ran bringlug about a similar result in the

vhal.

The diffionlty of last year between France
and Prossia over the (nestion of Luxembonrg,
and the chironio ories which from Parls to Baer-
lin, and Berlin to Parig, hava echoed and re-
echoed the passionate song of Carl Beoker, aud
the scomful response of Alfred de Musasst
about the ownership of the Rhine, these aftar
All have only indioated that real body of mis-
chief in the West over which a war hetween
France and Prussia, shonld sauch a war break
ont, will be waged. Thisis simply the poi-
gegsion of the Netherlands, nnder which term
Lhistory kunows that region lying betwesn

the North Bea and the Rbine whioh,
after  belng  for ages the ‘*Yookpit
of Eorope,” has known a comparative

tranquility for half a century pasi as the king-
doms of Holland and of Balgium. Of these
two kingdoms lolland alone can be said Lo
posgess A geonine nationality. The Datoh
have a history, & great national character, a
religion, a langnage of their own. The Bal-
gians are made vp of Walloous, of Flemings,
and of Frevchmen., The French lapguage
predominates in their provinces, and, save so
far as the long domination of the Honse of
Austria may be said to have mads them
Spapiards or Aunstrians, there i3 no reason to
be drawn from the traditions of Flanders and
Brabaot, lainault, aud Limbourg, which
ghould lead one to supposs that their people
would find it any more ditlicalt to make them-
selvas Frenchmen than their kinsmen of Lille
and Valenciennes bave done.

The exigtence of Balginm as an independent
monarchy since 1530 has besn mainly sup-
ported by the existence in France and Eog-
land of the old protective systern. BSo loug as
this system prevailed, Delginm, whioh was
taken by England particularly under her wing,
was the natural economic enemy of Franoa,
while phe was iudigpensable to Eoglish trade
with the continent. But ever since the esta-
blishment by Napoleon in 1561 of compara-
tive free trade with Eugland, and particalarly
gince the adoption by Belginm in 1865 of the
principles of the Awnglo-French treaty, the
natural drift of things has gradnally made a
ologer alliance of Belginm with Franoce, de-
girable not only to Belginm and to France bat
to Eogland also. Ten years ago aserions pro-
ject for the annexation of Belginm to France
would bave meant an immediate war be-
tween Fravee and Eogland., To-day such
a project would be (uite as likely to ba for-
warded as to Dbe thwarted even by a Tory
Government in Poglaud; and it is extremely
probuble that Lord Stanley's recent and rather
ostentations declaration that France and Eng-
land were quite at oue in regard to the “‘pre-
gent and prospective events' om the Conti-
nent, may have been meaut to convey a
distinet intimation of this important fact to
the Prussian Government. or up to this
moment the only distinet effact which has
been prodnced in the Netherlands by the
menacing  poagibility of a& 1'ranco-Prussian
couflict for the possession of that ancient and
fertile region has been to rouss the Dateh into
a fever ot hostility to Pruszia, while the party
in Delgivm friendly to nnion with France has
gaived strength with each new demonstration
of Connt Bizmark’s ambition.

Whatever may be he issue, then, of the
actnal and most interesting state of things in
the Old World, history, at least, will give the
palm of practical statesmanship duoriog the
eritical period which has elapsed sinee the
thunder-storm of Jaly, 1566, to the head of
the Donapartes, rather than to the right hand
of the Holhienzollsrn,
